WHICH WILL BE FORMALLY CIRCULATED FEBRUARY 20 AND VOTED 
UPON BY HRC IN THE AFTERNOON OF FEBRUARY 21. WE WILL 
SEND OUR DETAILED COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS BY SEPTEL. 
HOWEVER, WE ARE AUTHORITATIVELY INFORMED BY SENEGALESE 
THAT TEXTS WERE DEVELOPED BY THE AFRICANS WITH A VIEW 
TO COMMANDING BROADEST POSSIBLE SUPPORT AND AT LEAST NO 
OUTRIGHT OPPOSITION FROM THE WEST. WE REFER DEPT FOR 
COMPARISON TO 33RD HRC SESSION REPORT (PP. 76-80) ON 
SOUTHERN AFRICAN ISSUES. TENTATIVE REACTIONS OF UK, 

CANADA AND FRANCE ARE THAT THEY WILL SEEK INSTRUCTIONS 
TO ABSTAIN ON RESOLUTIONS FOR AGENDA ITEMS 6 AND 7, 

POSSIBLY MOVING FOR PARA BY PARA VOTES TO NARROW AREAS 
OF DISAGREEMENT WITH AFRICANS.

DEPRIVING PEOPLE OE THEIR INALIENABLE RIGHTS; 

(H) RECOMMENDING TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY THAT CONSIDERA-
